Money Pours In 
For Nixon Taxes 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (ITI* 
— President Nixon has received 
$43,657.71 from well wishing ci­ 
tizens hoping to help him with 
his back taxes but Nixon is 
returning the money with an 
expression of appreciation, a 
White House spokesman said 
today. 
Ken W. Clawson, director of 
White House comm unications, 
told reporters that Nixon has 
said he was going to abide by 
the Internal Revenue Service 
decision that he owes $467,000 in 
delinquent taxes and interest 
for the years 1869 through 1972 
“ and he feels he must pay 
every penny him self.’* 
In response to a question, 
Clawson said. "Y es indeed, the 
President will have to borrow 
the money.” 
Clawson said that as of noon 
Saturday the White House had 
received 5,536 letters and tele­ 
gram s favorable to the P resi­ 
dent and 113 letters of criticism 
in connection with his tax prob­ 
lems 
In d iv id u a l c o n tr ib u tio n s 
ranged from 6 cents from a 
school child to $5,000 from a 
businessm an. The contributions 
averaged about SIO each. Claw­ 
son said the P re sid e n t had 
looked over some of the mail 


accom panying the contributions 
and was "heartened and moved 
by the letters." 


Clawson said about one-fourth 
of the unsolicited letters were 
anonymous. At the President s 
request, those donations, total­ 
ing $2,581.52 in mostly small 
cash co n trib u tio n s, will be 
turned over to the Red Cross to 
assist 
victims of the recent 
tornadoes in the Midwest and 
South. The donors cannot be 
discovered 
In addition to contributions 
through the m ail, telephone 
callers pledged $3,860. These 
persons also w ere asked not to 
follow 
through 
w ith 
th e ir 
pledges "even though the P resi­ 
dent appreciates their desire to 
be of assistance,” the White 
House said. 
Y esterday, a friendly crowd 
of about IOO persons greeted the 
p re sid e n tia l 
p a rty w hen it 
em erged from services at the 
Congregational Church, about a 
mile from the presidential com ­ 
pound Nixon appeared in good 
spirits, posing for pictures and 
shaking hands with many of his 
well wishers.

Mitchell ended his direct testi­ 
mony in federal court today 
with a firm statem ent that he 
was “ abaolutely not guilty" of 
selling his political influence in 
return for a secret $200,000 cash 
contribution to the 1972 Nixon 
campaign. 


The form er Attorney General 
and form er Com m erce Secre­ 
ta ry M aurice H. S tans a re 
charged with conspiracy, jus­ 
tice obstruction, and lying un­ 
der oath in allegedly trying to 
impede a federal Investigation 
of financier Robert L Vesco in 
return for his cash gift 


"Did you enter a plea of not 
guilty0” attorney Peter Flem ­ 
ing asked Mitchell. 
"I did

"I am absolutely not guilty to 
any of the charges," Mitchell 
replied, his voice firm and as­ 
sured 
Mitchell previously had testi­ 
fied that he was never told by 
U.S. attorneys here, right up to 
the moment of his indictm ent, 
that he was a target of investi­ 
gation or even was under suspi­ 
cion. 
"At any tim e between your 
last grand jury appearance on 
April 24, 1973 and the indict­ 
ment on May IO, did they call 
you and tell you you were under 
suspicion0" asked Fleming 
"No sir, they did not," Mitch­ 
ell replied 
Mitchell, who was at one tim e 
a power in the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration. took the stand in his 
own defense for the second day 
as the federal court trial neared 
its end 
Mitchell first flatly denied the 
testimony of three key govern­ 
ment witnesses linking him to 
efforts by Vesco to get a gov­ 
ernm ent 
investigation of the 
Vesco financial m anipulations 
quashed 
i t s one m an s word against 
another’s," his attorney, Peter 
Fleiming Jr., told the jury in 
opening his case six weeks ago.

San 
Quentin inm ate Robert C. Hoh- 
enberger. .'12. was brought back 
to San Quentin half an hour 
later. 
H o h en b erg er kidnaped the 
couple at knifepoint shortly be­ 
fore noon yesterday while they 
were hiking in the Mount T am ­ 
alpais foothills above Fairfax. 
He forced them into their pur­ 
ple Volkswagen, and drove a 
tortuous course through several 
counties while he told them of 
his prison life and claim ed he 
had been hired to m urder a 
man in Salmas 
Finally he stopped at 8:30 
p.m. for gasoline at a busy 
service station on Interstate 5 
outside Los Banos. 
Mrs 
DuBois persuaded the 
convict that it was a self-serv­ 
ice station, and Hohenberger 
got out to fill the tank. She 
quickly roll»*d up the windows 
and locked the doors. 
She and her husband yelled to 
bystanders for help 
H o henberger, DuBois said. 
tried to convince the bystanders 
that "w e were just a couple of 
crazy relatives,” but 
Dubois 
showed his wrists, bound with a 
belt. 
The convict melted into the 
darkness, leaving behind one of 
the two knives 
he’d used to 
take the couple hostage 
Merced County sh eriffs depu­ 
ties and California Highway Pa­ 
trol officers captured Hohen­ 
berger while he was hitchhiking 
on a country road about three 
miles from the service station. 
at IO p m The convict put up no 
resistance. Detective Ralph Du 
tro told the Independent-Jour 
nal 
He apparently had discarded 
a second knife that he had 
concealed in a shot4. 
Mr. and Mrs. DuBois said 
they alternately feared for their 
jives and thought they might 
survive unscathed, throughout 
the long ordeal 
They first encountered Hoh­ 
e n b e rg e r 
re stin g 
beside 
a 
mountain trail They thought he 
was merely another hiker, nod 
ded to him and walked on. He 
follow ed th em , g rab b ed the 
woman and held a knife at her 
throat. He dem anded their car 
keys. 
"W e said sure,” DuBois re­ 
called. "Then he tied us up and 
m ade us sit th e re , b ecau se

A Plan To Help Have-Not Nations 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger pledged the United 
States today to a broad six- 
point 
pro g ram designed to 
erase inequalities between the 
have and have-not nations 
Kissinger offered the sweep­ 
ing program to the special Gen­ 
eral Assembly on raw m ateri­ 
als and the developing coun­ 
tries. 
"All too often,” he told the 
delegates of 135 countries in a 
crowded assem bly hall, “ inter­ 
national gatherings end with 
speeches filed away and resolu­ 
tions passed ami forgotten. We 
must not let this happen to the 
problem of development. . 
"Let us transform the con­ 
cept of the world community 
from a slogan into an attitude 
"In this spirit let us be the 
m asters (4 our common fate so 
that history will record that this 


was the year that mankind at 
last turned to its noblest and 
most humane challenge." 
Kissinger proposed: 
An expanding energy supply 
at equitable prices. 
Stabilization of the cycle ol 
surplus and shortage of raw 
m aterials 
Establishing a balance be­ 
tween food production and pop­ 
ulation growth 
A global economy that will 
not perm it the poorer countries 
to be "overwhelm ed " 
Harnessing of science 
and 
technology to com bat a global 
economy of physical scarcity 
Creation of a trade, m onetary 
and investm ent system sustain­ 
ing industrial civilization and 
stim ulating its growth. 
"A global economy requires 
an expanding supply of energy 
at an equitable price,” Kissin 
ger said 


He said the United States 
called the Washington energy 
conference to resolve the oil 
crisis on the basis of coopera 
tion of "all" countries He said 
the oil producers them selves 
have recognized that energy 
dem ands of this decade cannot 
be met unless supplies are ex­ 
panded The world needs global 
conservation of energy and a 
"m assive and cooperative ef­ 
fort” to develop new sources of 
conventional fuels. 


He said the optimum price is 
one that can be m aintained 
over the longest period that 
assures the highest real in­ 
come.

* Selassie, 81, in a surprise 
announcement to 700 guests 
gathered at the imperial palace 
for Easter, named his grand­ 
son, Prince Zera Yakob Asia 
Wossen, yesterday as acting 
drown prince and next in line to 
assume the throne. 
The prince, a student at Eng­ 
land’s Oxford University, re­ 
placed his ailing father. Crown 
Prince Asia Wossen, 57, who 
was paralyzed by a stroke more 
than a year ago.

have decided with resolution and 
not without emotion to withdraw my 
candidature in favor of Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas.” 
Political sources said it was un­ 
likely Fouchet, who saw himself as 
the keeper of 
Gaullist orthodoxy, would have 
commanded a significant percentage of votes. 
But they said his withdrawal would go some way 
to heal Gaullist divisions. 


Gunmen Hunted 
Rangers Lose Base 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist 
troops today forced government 
rangers to evacuate a Central 
Highlands base during a series 
of shelling and ground attacks 
in Pleiku province, the second 
major base overrun in three 
days, military sources report­ 
ed

cy party said that if the trend 
continued it would be an invita­ 
tion to the Communists to try to 
move against towns along the 
coast.

BELFAST (UPI) - British 
troops sealed off Londonderry 
today in a hunt for gunmen who 
shot to death an undercover 
army captain during an Easter 
weekend of violence. 


In Belfast, police said an 18- 
year-old youth died of gunshot 
wounds after being shot by 
paratroopers during a Protes­ 
tant riot Saturday night. 


The two killings raised to 996 
the death toll in four and one- 
half years of strife involving 
N orthern Irelan d ’s m ajority 
P rotestants, m inority Roman 
Catholics and security forces.

(UPI) - 
Forest rangers kept watch to­ 
day over the Everglades where 
an “uneasy quiet" followed sev­ 
en major fires, most of which 
were believed started by arson­ 
ists. 
John M. Bethea, director of 
the State Division of Forestry, 
said the blazes were under con­ 
trol, but that more could spring 
up.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
A griculture D epartm ent said 
today that turkey is now availa­ 
ble in “ unusually generous ’ 
volume. 
A department economist said 
be believed prices were down to 
or below last year’s levels. 
The glut of turkey supplies, 
economist William E. Cathcart 
said, grew at least partly out of 
high prices last fall when retail 
prices approached $1 a pound.

were killed 

Bill Waller activated the 
National Guard to help in the I 
evacuation of residents. Many 
persons were removed by heli­ 
copter.

(UPI) - 
Starting tomorrow most pre­ 
scriptions filled or re-filled by 
druggists will have to be put in 
child proof containers, such as 
those with the push-and-twist 
cap now used on aspirin bottles. 


Prescription prices may go 
up as a result, although the 
drug industry believes the in­ 
crease will only be a m atter of 
pennies for most consumers. 


The safeguards, to prevent 
children from opening and 
swallowing medicine, are re­ 
quired by the 1970 Poison Pre­ 
vention Packaging Act, as im­ 
plem ented by the Consum er 
Product Safety Com mission. 
There are, however, several 
exemptions to the law which 
make it likely many consumers 
will still be able to buy pre­ 
scriptions in containers without 
child guards. 


For one thing, the druggist 
does not have to use a child­ 
proof bottle if the customer 
says he doesn t want one. In 
addition the doctor can specify 
when he writes out the pre­ 
scription that it is not to be 
child-proofed. 
The law applies only to oral 
drugs. Creams, salves and oth­ 
er external medicines are not 
covered. 
Even among the oral pre­ 
sc rip tio n s, se v e ra l sp e cific 
medicines are exempted, same 
permanently, others pending a 
final decision by the commis­ 
sion. These include nitroglycer­ 
ine and isosorbide dinitrate— 
two cardiac drugs for which the 
few extra seconds involved in 
opening child-proof packages 
might be critical for a heart 
patient. Another exemption is 
for birth control pills which are 
packaged in calendar fashion, 
so the user can keep track of 
when the next one is due. and 
for which child proofing would 
not be practical. 
Finally, any medicine pack­ 
aged by the manufacturer and 
intended for sale in that same 
container directly to the public 
—those in other words that 
don’t have to be re-filled by the 
druggist—may continue to be 
sold if they were manufactured 
before Tuesday. Thus some 
medicines on pharmacy shelves 
or in drug company warehouses 
will continue to be sold even 
though they are not child- 
proofed. 
The 
most common child 
proofing device is the cap 
which must be pinched in or 
pushed down and then twisted 
before it can be removed Aspi­ 
rin, which has been covered by 
the law since August of 1972. 
now comes in tins, for instance. 
which require pushing down on 
two corners before the lid can 
be sprung open.

Study Shows 
City Crime Rates 
Much Higher Than Reported 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal survey shows that the 
crime rate in five major U.S. 
cities is .several times higher 
than police think, because most 
crimes arc never reported 


In Chicago, Detroit, Los An­ 
geles and New York the survey 
found the actual number of 
crimes was two or three times 
the number replied to police In 
Philadelphia it was five times 
the number reported. 


The report was compiled for 
the Justice Department’s Law 
Enforcem ent A ssistance Ad­ 
m inistration <LEAA). Census 
Bureau experts interview ed 
some 22,000 residents and 2.000 
business firms in each city to 
obtain the crim e data. The 
study was limited to the year 
1972 and covered crimes within 
the cities’ official boundaries, 
excluding their suburbs. 
LEAA Administrator Donald 
E. Santarelli told reporters that 
the mass interviewing, with fol­ 
lowup processing by statistical 
experts, is "a new instrument 
that accurately measures the 
incidence of crim e.” 


‘The crime survey results 
demonstrate that in an astound­ 
ing number of instances Ameri­ 
cans simply do not think it is 
worthwhile to report to public 
authorities that they have been 
victims of criminal acts,” he 
said. 


“ In my judgment the data 
transm its a strong message of 
public apathy toward its crimi­ 
nal justice institutions border­ 
ing on contempt," Santarelli 
said. 


The Census Bureau workers 
filled out a 20 page question­ 
naire in each interview and 
included the reasons given by 
crime victims for not notifying 
police. 
The reason given in 34 per 
cent of the cases involving 
crimes against persons such as 
robbery or assault was that the 
victim felt nothing could be 
done about it because of appar­ 
ent lack of proof. 
This was followed by “ not 
im portant enough," 28 per 
cent; “ police would not want to 
be bothered,” 8 per cent; "too 
inconvenient,’’ 5 per cent; "pri­ 


vate personal m atter." 4 per 
cent; “afraid of reprisal," 2 per 
cent; “ reported to someone 
else," 7 per cent, and other 
reasons, 12 per cent. The per­ 
centage ratings for reasons giv­ 
en in other types of crime were 
similar. 


The percentages of crimes 
that had teen reported to police 
varied little from city to city 
for some types of crimes but 
varied widely for others. 


Middle East 
Fighting 
Spreads Out

Heavy Syrian-Israeli fighting 
on the slopes of strategic Mount 
Hermon spread to several other 
places on the Golan Heights 
front today, a Syrian military 
communique said. It was the 
35th consecutive day of battles 
there. 


“ Our forces are directing 
their fire at enemy frontline 
and supporting positions and 
are inflcting many casualties,’’ 
the communique said. “ As 
usual, the enemy shelled houses 
of unarmed civilians, this time 
in the village of Qallat Jendal.'’

The declaration, according to 
Santa Clara County deputy pub­

and race of the grand jury 
panelisb 


Katz said his office needs 
confirm ation on juries from 
1962 to 1970 in order to “show a 
pattern of exclusion” of certain 
segments of the population 
It was on similar grounds 
that m urder and conspiracy 
charges were dismissed in Jan­ 
uary against the San Quentin 
Six. 
Katz said he hopes the jury 
panelists, by returning the dec­ 
larations, won t have to appear 
in person to testify. 
“ Cod knows we don’t want to 
have 150 or 200 people trooping 
down here from Marin Coun­ 
ty." he said "But on the other 
hand, we’re also talking about 
the rest of Kuchen Magee’s 
life ” 
lf the state attorney general's 
otlice, which has taken over 
prosecution in the case, will 
accept the declarations in lieu 
of personal testimony, the jury 
panelists won’t have to travel to 
San Jose, he said 
About half the subpoenas and 
declarations were mailed out 
late last week and the others 
will go out this week. said Katz. 
He was unsure exactly how 
many citizens will be subpoe­ 
naed because some of the jury 
panelists have died or moved 
away. 
Magee is charged with kid­ 
napping Judge Harold J Haley, 
then assistant district attorney 
and now municipal court Judge 
Gary W 
Thomas, and three 
women jurors from a court­ 
room at the Marin Hall of 
Justice on Aug 7. 1970 
Originally charged along with 
Angela Davis, their cases were 
severed and Miss Davis ulti­ 
mately was acquitted of m ur­ 
der and conspiracy following a 
trial in San Jose 
Magee, 
m eanwhile, stood 
trial in San Francisco, but a 
jury last April deadlocked IM 
for acquittal on the murder 
charge and IM for conviction 
on the kidnap 
On prosecution motions, the 
murder and conspiracy and a 
third count of assault by a life 
inmate were dismissed, leaving 
only the kidnapping charge to 
be decided in a second trial 
That trial is set to begin May 
29 Katz said 
lf the declarations are ac­ 
cepted by the prosecution. Katz 
said he hopes to compile the 
in fo rm atio n into s ta tis tic a l 
form so the .secrecy of individu­ 
al panelists won’t ta1 violated. 
lit1 said he felt there is a good 
chance he will be successful in 
his motion to dismiss the indict­ 
ment on the grounds the 1970 
grand jury' did not represent 
Marin s citizens as a whole 


spring and summer of 1973 was 
legal. 


The court, in a brief order, 
refused to review the ruling by 
the 2nd Circuit Court of Appeals 
in New York. The 2nd Circuit 
had overturned a decision last 
July by U.S. District Judge 
Orrin G. Judd that bombing 
was an unconstitutional exer­ 
cise of presidential power 


The original suit was brought 
by Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, D- 
N.Y., and four Air Force offi­ 
cers. 


The case had come to the 
high court once before when 
Rep Holtzman sought to delay 
the appeals court order, in ef­ 
fect forcing Nixon to stop the 
bombing 
Ju stice Thurgood 
Marshal] refused to issue a 
stay, but Justice William O. 
Douglas did so three days later. 


Marshall then polled the va­ 
cationing justices by telephone 
and Douglas was overruled 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
refused to call the court into 
special session to hear the ap­ 
peal 


to order the bombings. They 
were finally halted Aug. 15. 
1973, under a formal deadline 
imposed by Congress in a de­ 
fense appropriations law 
S o licito r G en e ra l R obert 
Bork, representing Defense 
Secretary’ Jam es R. Schlesin- 
ger. told the Supreme Court it 
should reject review because 
the issue was moot. 
Bork also agreed with the 
appeals court, which held that 
the bombing was a political 
question for debate between 
Congress and the W'hite House. 
As such, the judges said, the 
issue was not subject to judicial 
review.

Q. Is it true that brokers’ 
commissions on small orders 
were cut recently? — G.G. 
A As of April I, brokerage 
houses were permitted to aban­ 
don fixed commissions on or­ 
ders of $2,000 or under Whether 
the charge is lower or higher is 
dependent on the individual 
firm. To date, several major 
national retail houses have an­ 
nounced a bewildering array of 
new rate schedules. One plan 
reduces fees up to 25 per cent, 
if the buyer or seller agrees to 
specific conditions.

By May I. 1975, commissions 
on all transactions will be on a 
negotiated basis, as per an SEC 
order I>ong before completion 
was introduced in Wall Street, 
discount brokers began opening 
shop and now have offices in 25 
cities located in 16 states These 
non-member firms execute or­ 
ders in the “ third market.” i e., 
over-the-counter trading of list­ 
ed securities. Their “ bare­ 
bones” approach generally ex­ 
cludes free research or advice, 
Only half these dealers execute 
short-sales, margin or limit or­ 
ders. or trade Chicago Board 
options. However, savings can 
be significant; on a $3,000 
round-lot trade, discounts range 
from 20 per cent to 60 per cent 
of the commission cost.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
black gunman shot and critical­ 
ly w ounded two h itch h ik in g 
white youths last night in what 
police said was another “ Zebra­ 
like,” random attack on the 
streets of San Francisco. 
Detectives in the San F ran ­ 
cisco area have used the code 
“ Operation Zebra ' in investi­ 
gating unprovoked attacks by 
blacks against whites. 


So far, there have been ll 
fatal “Z ebra" shootings in the 


area, five of them in the city 
itself 
The latest victims were Ward 
Anderson, 18, and Terry White, 
15. both of San Francisco. 
Both were shot at Hayes and 
Fillm ore streets in a predom i­ 
nantly Negro district as they 
stood in a bus zone and at­ 
tem pted to thum b rides. 


W itnesses

police their 
assailant was a light-complex- 
ioned black man who walked 
northward 
on Fillm ore after 


wounding White in the chest 
and Anderson in the chest, the 
stomach and an arm . 
Both 
underwent em ergency 
surgery at Misson Em ergency 
Hospital, where their condition 
was described as critical 


Inspector Frank Falzon said 
the latest assault fits “the Ze- 
bra-style shootings" and that a 
32-caliber pistol was used, the 
sam e size weapon that was 
fired in previous San Francisco 
shootings.

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State Taxpayers 
Grumbling More 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
fact that favorite son President 
Richard Nixon declined to file a 
state income tax return for four 
years has aroused an avalanche 
of unhappy mail from Californi­ 
ans this tax season. 
As might be expected, the 
most common lament was, “ If 
he doesn’t pay then why do I 9 
The 
President 
has 
been 
socked since with a $5,000-plus 
back tax bill for 1969 and 1970, 
with a finding that he owed no 
state income taxes for 1971 and 
1972. 
But the bill for taxes, interest 
and penalties didn’t come until 
just four days before tonight’s 
midnight deadline for filing a 
1973 state return—too late to 
mollify record numbers of tax­ 
payers who wrote their govern­ 
ment in ire and frustration. 
Robert Longsdorf, a spokes­ 
man for the state Franchise 
Tax Board, said letters up 
through the last week of filing 
ran about 60-1 against the Pres­ 
ident. 
Wrote an El Monte worker: 
“ It’s a damn shame when peo­ 
ple drawing ‘thousands of dol­ 
lars’ pay less taxes than a 
janitor (myself) whose salary is 
$8,000 a year.’’ 
From an upset Pasadena 
physician. “ So that my shame 


and sadness (and hopefully his 
also) may be lessened, I enclose 
my check for SI which I request 
you credit the account of Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon ” 
The $1 was returned. 
. 
A Yuba City taxpayer de­ 
clared: “ I believe that anyone 
entitled to claim voting privi­ 
leges should also have the privi­ 
lege to file an income tfx 
form.” 
Those were a sampling of 
hundreds of letters—the total 
has not been counted—received 
this year by the board. They 
range from highly detailed ar­ 
guments why the President 
should pay taxes and why the 
state should see that it is done 
swiftly, to generalized frets, to 
off-color epithets and vows to 
resist paying. 
"There s lots less humor this 
year,” says Longsdorf. “ People 
are taking it much more seri­ 
ously.” 
He believes the volume ^>f 
mail about Nixon’s state taxes 
is unprecedented, more even 
than when it was learned Gov. 
Ronald Reagan paid the slate 
nothing on his 1970 income cit­ 
ing “ business reverses." 
The tax official is one of two 
state workers who spend hours 
each week answering taxpayer 
complaints through the mail. 


Nixon Gets Extended 
Time To File Taxes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon is one American 
who is not sweating out to­ 
night’s deadline for filing his 
income tax returns. 


The Internal Revenue Service 
gave Nixon a 60-day reprieve, 
the White House said yester­ 
day, because the deadline was 
so close to its ruling that the 
President owes $467,000 in back 
taxes and interest for returns 
filed between 1969 and 1972 


For the millions of Americans 
who do not have extensions, 
federal income tax returns 
must be postmarked by mid­ 
night or there will be a penalty 
charge. The U.S. Postal Service 
recommends 
that 
they be 
mailed early, since it cannot 
guarantee that returns mailed 
late in the day will be post­ 
marked by midnight. 


On April 3, the IRS ruled that 
Nixon owed the government ap­ 
proximately half his net worth 
because during his administra­ 
tion he had improperly deduct- 
! ed the value of the pre-presi- 
| dentiai papers he gave to the 
National .Archives and his book 
keeping with regard to his two 
privately owned residences was 


I improper. 
Neither the IRS nor a con­ 
gressional committee which 
also reviewed the President’s 
tax returns —and came up with 
about the same figure —implied 
that Nixon was personally im­ 
plicated in any charges of 
fraud 
Within hours of the ruling, the 


White House announced that it 
would pay the full amount the 
IRS found. In a statement, it 
said any “ errors” were made 
“ without his (the President’s) 
knowledge and without his ap­ 
proval.’’ Nixon has not yet paid 
the back tax bill. He bas 30 
days from the date of the ruling 
to give the IRS a payment plan. 


White House spokesman Ger­ 
ald L Warren said yesterday 
thatNixon’s tax lawyers, Ken­ 
neth Gemmill and H. Chapman 
Rose, had requested the exten­ 
sion for 1973 returns “ He was 
granted the normal extension in 
filing time because of the near­ 
ness of the Internal Revenue 
Service ruling,” Warren said. 


Nixon must also pay about 
$5,000 in back California taxes, 
and the New Y’ork Department 
of Taxation has announced that 
it is investigating his returns 
whde the President was a resi­ 
dent of New Y’ork City. 


It may not be much help to 
taxpayers making out checks to 
the IRS. but a Brookings Insti­ 
tution study released this week 
indicates that the tax bite is 
about 25 per cent for ail Ameri­ 
cans, regardless of their in­ 
come, although they pay it in 
different ways. Joseph A. Pech- 
man and Benjamin A. Okner 
calculated that about 8 per cent 
of earnings from labor and 
capital investment goes to the 
federal government and the re­ 
maining 17 per cent is eaten up 
by sales, payroll, property and 
corporate taxes.

Couple's Life Built 
Around Bridge Table

DANBURY, Conn. (AP) - To 
Peggy Hanna, bridge is a “won­ 
derful. wholesome sport.” 
But she says it has ruined 
marriages, caused ulcers and 
left couples childless, and 
“there are some married cou­ 
ples who should never play — 
not together, anyway. 
Mrs. Hanna is a new life 
m aster, the highest rank a 
bridge player can get. Although 
she and her husband, Richard, 
another life master, don’t view 
the bridge table as a marital 
battleground, 
they tell some 
stories that might prompt some 
card players to stick to soli­ 
taire. 


“ UVE 
SEEN 
husbands 
scream at their wives; some 
people can be very rude and 
insulting. At tournaments, the 
room sometimes sounds like a 
distrubed ward,” said Mrs. 
Hanna, who notes that bridge 
etiquette requires partners to 
be silent during bidding. 
“I’ve never been to a national 
tournament where they didn’t 
have to call the doctor,” she 
said. “The tension is incredi­ 
ble.” 
To a serious player like Mrs. 
Hanna, the rank of life master 
represents the culmination of 
years of study and hundreds of 
bridge hands — “each of them 
different.” 
Life master is to bridge what 
the Hall of Fame is to baseball. 
Players must accumulate 300 
master points, 50 ofthem from 
regional and national contests. 
Mrs. Hanna began playing 
less than IO years ago when a 
Welcome Wagon Club in South 
Bend, Ind., offered lessons in 
“social bridge,” a less demand­ 
ing gim e than duplicate bridge. 


“TO TELL the truth, I don’t 


FREANEY 
even remember how to play 
party bridge any more,” said 
Mrs. Hanna. “Really, it’s just 
an excuse for women to get 
together and have fun. You 
can’t socialize when you’re 
playing duplicate.” 
She can’t name a single 
friend who doesn’t play bridge 
and she thinks nothing of driv­ 
ing 50 miles on a wintry night 
to keep a bridge appointment. 
Most vacations are combined 
with bridge, and the Hannas 
spent their honeymoon playing 
bridge with hundreds of others 
in a 10-day national tournament 
in Pennsylvania. 
When she moved to Danbury , 
Mrs. Hanna studied three or 
four nights a week, joined two 
bridge clubs and subscribed to 
four monthly bridge magazines. 
Her bookcases are full of 
trophies and books on bridge. 
“We go to three or four na­ 
tional tournaments a year, en­ 
ter most of the regionals and 
sectionals, and we play three or 
four nights a week with friends 
or at our local bridge club,” 
Mrs. Hanna said. 
Tournaments consist of three 
sessions of bridge a day with as 
many as 1,000 high caliber play­ 
ers competing in tense games. 
Beside the $7 fee for each 
session, players must pay for 
hotel, meals and drinks 
“I’VU HEARD people say you 
spend about $10,000 by the time 
you get life master,” Mrs. Han­ 
na said. But prizes are not 
large for winning tournaments, 
usually merchandise or trading 
stamps. 
“ Well, you certainly don’t 
play for the m oney,” she 
laughed. “I play because I love 
it. It's intellectually stimulating 
and a lot of fun. You’ve got to 
be very competitive, and you 


BUT — HOW much debt is 
too much? How vulnerable are 
you to today’s financial storms? 
You can find your debt-vulnera­ 
bility score by answering three 
questions: 
How much cash could you lay 
your hands on to meet an emer­ 
gency? Quick cash may be in a 
savings account, as U.S. sav­ 
ings bonds, or the cushion in a 
checking account. (Measure the 
checking-account balance just 
before depositing a paycheck 
rather than just after.) 
According to one survey, half 
of the families questioned re­ 
ported at least $200 readily 
a v a ilab le for em ergen cies. 
Score yourself this way. If you 
can count $200 or more in quick 
cash, give yourself a plus. If 
your quick cash totals less than 
$200, score a minus. 


HOW LONG will it take you 
to pay off current installment 
balances? Do not include pay­ 
ments on your house or month­ 
ly bills paid in full. Installment 
debts are those which draw 
interest or finance charges and 
which you pay over several 
months. Payments on a car, 
revolving-crcdit accounts, bank 
credit-card balances, or a per­ 
sonal loan being paid off in 
installments make up the bulk 
of installment debt and short­ 
term credit. 
Some bills will be paid off 
quickly; others may run for a 
year or longer. Don’t worry 
about variable times; you’re 
looking for total time for reduc­ 
ing debts to zero. Add up the 
dollars still to be paid, and 
divide the total by the amount 
you pay each month. You can 
rate yourself on the plus side if 
you can pay off your install­ 
ment debts in 12 months or less. 
If you must pay longer than 12 
months, you rate a minus for 
this question. 
Lastly, what percentage of 
your take-home pay do you 
shell out for installment debts? 
If your employer deducts union 


dues, credit-union deposit, in­ 
surance premiums, or others, 
count such deductions in your 
take-home total even though 
you don’t actually receive the 
cash. 


TO ANSWER this question, 
total the dollars you pay for 
installment debts on a regular 
monthly basis. Then, figure 
that total as a percentage of 
your take-home pay. For exam­ 
ple, if you pay $160 monthly on 
installment debts and your 
take-home pay is $800 monthly, 
then you are committed to pay­ 
ing 20 per cent on debts. 
Score a plus if you pay out 
less than 20 per cent of your 
income on installment debts. If 
you pay out more than 20 per 
cent score a minus. 
How do you rate overall? If 
you scored a minus on all three 
questions, your family may be 
in a “very vulnerable” position. 
.Any financial setback from a 
layoff, illness, or change in 
income level could leave you in 
a tight money position. You 
should probably hold off buying 


anything else on installments. 


A 
TWO-MINUS, 
one-plus 
score still leaves you in a “vul­ 
nerable” though less serious 
position. A minus score on 
questions two and three indi­ 
cates you have committed your 
income far into the future. Con­ 
tracting further debts simply 
pushes further into the future 
the time when your family 
would be free. 
With only one minus situation 
is probably not serious. Your 
financial condition leaves you 
mildly vulnerable to financial 
stress. 
With pluses all the way, score 
yourself as a better than aver­ 
age money manager with firm 
control over your credit buying.

Solzhenitsyn 
Criticized 
By Sakharov 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Nuclear 
physicist Andrei D. Sakharov, 
one of the Soviet Union’s lead­ 
ing dissidents, accused exiled 
author Alexander I Solzhenit 
syn today of making “ potential­ 
ly dangerous’’ proposals. 


Sakharov, in a 3,500-word cri­ 
ticism of a letter Solzhenitsyn 
sent Kremlin leaders last year, 
attacked the ’’isolationist direc­ 
tion" and “religious patriarchal 
rom anticism ” of the exiled 
writer. 


Sakharov said the “ utopian 
and potentially dangerous" 
ideas of the writer, expelled 
from the Soviet Union Feb. 13, 
were marred by “ very substan­ 
tial errors.” . 
The attack against Solzhenit­ 
syn. currently living with his 
family in Switzerland, marked 
the most serious difference of 
opinion between the Soviet Un­ 
ion’s two best known dissenters 
“ I am convinced that in reali­ 
ty the nationalist and isolation­ 
ist direction of Solzhenitsyn's 
thinking, the religious patriar­ 
chal romanticism characten>- 
tic of him, leads him into very 
substantial errors and makes 
his proposals utopian and po­ 
tentially dangerous,” Sakharov 
said. 
The Solzhenitsyn letter, pub­ 
lished after his expulsion, urged 
Kremlin leaders to abandon 
non Russian parts of the Soviet 
Union and develop Siberia as a 
land of simple values to avoid 
war with China. 
Sakharov said, however, Sol­ 
zhenitsyn s goal of using “the 
simplest technology” in Siberia 
“ seems generally impractical, 
and in the difficult conditions of 
the northeast predestined to 
fail.” 
He accused Solzhenitsyn of 
" a u th o r ita r ia n ” id e as th a t 
could lead to “the slavish lack­ 
ey spirit that existed rn Russia 
for centuries.” 
Sakharov made clear, howev­ 
er. he still considered Solzhenit­ 
syn “a giant in the struggle for 
human dignity in today’s tragic 
world” despite the attack on 
the writer's ideas

THE UNEXPLAINED

The Case Of The Punctured Eye, 
How Faith Helped Heal Wound 


Faith may help, nearly everybody would 
agree, if you've got a nervous stomach but 
what can it do for a broken arm or a 
punctured eye** 
The typical doctor would say not much 
Faith, so the accepted notion goes, is fine for 
illness caused by nerves or imagination but 
not for something real. 
However, a growing body of evidence, 
much of it amassed by doctors themselves, 
indicates that faith or prayer may be far 
more powerful than most of us 
______ ___ 
have thought possible. 
For example, what about a 
case of a serious eye lesion 
healed by faith0 
The case comes from the files 
of Dr Clair King, Canton, Ohio. 
an ophthalmologist who has a 
joint practice with his son. also 
an eye specialist. 
On Aug. 29, 1953 a 4-year-old 
boy was brought to King for 
treatment of an eye injury 
"The boy had been hit in the 
eye by a piece of flying glass," 
King told me in an interview. 
"He had a large through-and- 
through laceration of the cor­ 
nea with a prolapse of the iris. 
In layman's terms this means 
that the cornea, the window of 
the eye that lets light in and 
makes vision possible at all, 
had a hole in it and sticking out 
of the hole was a piece of the 
iris, the pulp* colored part of 
the eye that lies behind the 
cornea 
"It was a serious wound," 
King said. "W e operated nght 
away to repair the damage. 
The procedure was to cut off 
the protruding part of the iris 
and pull a flap of conjunctiva, 
the thin, glasslike membrane 
that covers the white of the eye, 
over the wound for it to heal. " 
The eye seemed to be healing 
nicely until Sept. 8, a little over 
a week later, when pressure 
inside the eye caused the wound 
to split open. The iris was once 
more sticking out of the wound 
"W e decided to operate again 
to repeat the procedure of re­ 
pairing the wound," said King. 
“ but that operation never took 
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place." 
What happened? 
"W ell,” he said, looking up 
from his case files, "that’s the 
point of the story 
"You see, the boy was admit­ 
ted to the hospital for the 
scheduled surgery’. But when 
we — my son and I — saw him 
in the operating room, the 
wound in his eye was perfectly 
healed. My notation on the 
record is, ‘No operation neces­ 
sary.’" 
King said he and his son were 
surprised and puzzled by the 
strange turn of events. Some­ 
thing had happened to the boy 
but what0 
Later. King found out 
"Between the time we exam­ 
ined the boy and the date of the 


scheduled second operation, his 
mother had taken him to a 
miracle service led by evangel­ 
ist 
K athryn 
Kuhlm an 
in 
Youngstown, and asked for 
prayer for the boy’s healing. 
"Later, when I saw Miss 
Kuhlman. I joked with her 
about the case and said. You 
cheated us out of an opera­ 
tion." 
Wouldn't such an eye injury 
have healed itself. I asked 
King, with or without prayer? 
Wasn’t it possible that the hole 
in the boy’s cornea just closed 
up on its own? 
"W ell, I ’ve never seen it ha|> 
pen," he said, "and I ve seen 
hundreds of such lesions of the 
eye. They don’t heal them­ 
selves. Let me put it this way: I 
just don’t think it’s medically 
possible. 
"You see, in this case the iris 
was sticking out through the 
wound and as long as that iris 
was 
in 
there, 
the 
wound 
wouldn't heal It would be like 
sticking a :iece of cloth into a 
wound: the edges of tissue 
wouldn't come together and you 
couldn’t get it to heal 
" I ve never heard of another 
single case where a prolapsed 
iris went hack into place and 
the perforation of the cornea 
healed." 
Since this experience. King 
said. he has become a believer 
in prayer and faith as valuable 
additions to medical therapy

Salary Negotiation 
Legality In Doubt 


ERNEST B. FURGURSON: 
Oil Shale — The Biggest Giveaway Ever 


The San Rafael City Council 
has scheduled a closed “execu­ 
tive session” at 7:30 p.m. today 
“ to discuss salary negotia­ 
tions.” 
This is one of a series of such 
sessions that have been or will 
be held by county supervisors, 
city 
councils 
and 
d istrict 
boards throughout Marin. 


THE WHOLE PROCEDURE 
may be illegal. 
The California Government 
Code specifically excludes pub­ 
lic employees from the provi­ 
sions of Section 923 of the 
Labor Code. That is the section 
which guarantees workers the 
rights of organization, collec­ 
tive bargaining, and the strike. 
And a long series of court 
decisions have held uniformly 
that, since public employees 
are excluded from Section 923, 
they do not have any of these 
rights. 


Regarded as the definitive 
decision is that of an appellate 
court in the case of Almond vs. 
City of Sacramento. It said: 


“The ruling that, absent an 
authorizing statute, a public 
employee has no right either to 
bargain collectively or to strike 
is well settled. It is settled by 
decisions of the supreme court 
itself and by that court’s denial 
of hearings in courts of appeal 
decisions.” 


The C a lifo rn ia S u p rem e 
Court refused to hear an appeal 
of the Almond decision. 


MORE RECENTLY, the Dis 
trict Court of Appeals in San 
Diego vs. American Federation 
of State and Municipal Employ­ 
ees (1970) cited the Almond 
decision and ruled: 
The terms and conditions of 
public employment are fixed by 


the public through the process­ 
es of law, and acceptance of 
such employment requires ac­ 
ceptance of the processes by 
which the term s and conditions 
of employment are fixed, i.e., 
by law rather than contract.” 


The decision went on to cite a 
long list of previous rulings to 
the same effect, running back 
to the 1946 case of Nutter vs. 
City of Santa Monica, in which 
the appellate court reversed a 
trial court ruling calling for 
collective bargaining. Uniform­ 
ly, the state supreme court had 
denied hearings on appeal of 
such decisions — as it did in 
the San Diego case. 


BOARDS OF supervisors, 
city 
councils 
and 
d istrict 
boards apparently base their 
closed negotiating sessions on a 
provision of the Ralph M. 
Brown anti-secret meeting law, 
which says: 


“Notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, a legislative 
body of a local agency may 
hold executive sessions with its 
designated 
representatives 
prior to and during consulta­ 
tions and discussions with rep­ 
resentatives of employee orga­ 
nizations regarding the salaries 
. . . of employees.” That would 
appear to recognize the exist­ 
ence of collecting negotiations 
in public employment. 


However, that was added to 
the Brown Act in 1968. The San 
Diego court decision was two 
years later, and the California 
Supreme Court’s rejection of an 
appeal from it was later still. 
Question: If the taxpayers’ 
money is committed in an ille­ 
gal manner, in the form of 
salary settlem ents, are the 
guilty agencies subject to tax­ 
payer suits for recovery?

Rhus toxicodendron is the 
scientific name for poison oak.

Free Space For Candidate 
— lf Somebody Else Pays Bill 


Candidates for public office somehow 
learn early that their wisdom is of such a 
special breed that nothing else possibly 
stands taller, except perhaps the Ten 
Ccmmandments 
What they have to say, they figure, is 
so vital to the common weal that the 
public deserves it in full measure There 
is just one hitch they run into, however, 
and that is the cost of spreading their 
wisdom like rich fertilizer over the citi­ 
zenry' 
It never fails, therefore, that at least 
one each political season suggests that 
they should communicate with the public 
at no cost to themselves. It’s usually 
cant'd “ free” broadcast time or “ free” 
space in newspapers 
What they mean is that it is free to the 
candidate, but someone still has to pay 
for the time or space. 


ALAN F. REEVES of San Francisco, 
candidate for the Democratic nomination 
in the Fifth ('ongressional District, is the 
latest example. He suggested each candi 
date get a free shot at publicity, with the 
Postal Service and broadcasters footing 
the bill, and that “ local newspapers 
should be encouraged to provide space.

PARACHUTE VALLEY, Colo. - The 
first mule deer was browsing beside the 
creek bed and caught my eye when it 
jerked its head up to see me pass. Then 
came the same motion — three times, a 
dozen, three dozen of them. Watching 
them, I took my eye off the dirt road and 
the car clanged over a big rock. At the 
noise they cantered prudently up into a 
narrow canyon off the creek bottom. 


The walls of the valley sweep up and on 
upward, pinnacling in columns and chim­ 
neys, with snow brightening their north­ 
ern angles. A golden eagle's nest, grown 
to a great pile of sticks over the years, 
perches on a cliff on the west side. Far 
back beyond the road roam wild horses 
and mountain lions. 


I TRIED TO IMAGINE those canyons 
filled with the substance I had seen, 
smelt and felt in a kitchen back in 
Denver It is black and smeary, the color 
and consistency of soot, and high in salt 
content. After thorough soaking it dries 
hard. It is sterile; by itself it will support 
no plant life. 
It is the residue from the mining and 


processing of oil shale. Beneath these 
wild mountains of western Colorado, 
Utah and Wyoming are an estimated 550 
to 600 billion barrels of recoverable shale 
oil — dozens of times the amount beneath 
the north slope of Alaska. The oil indus­ 
try, with the collusion of the federal 
administration, is determined to extract 
it to feed the nation's gasoline addiction. 
The scale of the planned destruction is 
nearly incomprehensible. 
The preferred method of extracting the 
shale is strip mining. That means rough­ 
ly ll million acres (the acre of Massachu­ 
setts, New Jersey and Delaware togeth­ 
er) could be torn out. Eighty per cent of 
that is public land The mined rock is then 
to be crushed and cooked at 900 degrees 
Fahrenheit, which produces low-grade 
raw oil, which then must be upgraded to 
be usable. 
Great quantities of coal are needed for 
the cooking process. It will be strip^ 
mined elsewhere in the West. Greater 
quantities of water are needed (one 
estimate is three to six barrels for each 
barrel of oil), and this is country where 
water already is short.

Nixon To Blame 
For Watergate Delays

Our great American system allows 
every man the right to be assumed 
innocent unless or until he is found guilty 
as charged. I have tried to maintain this 
attitude in regards to the very serious 


ONCE THE OIL is shipped out, the 
residue is left behind. There will be about 
a cubic yard of it for each barrel of oil. 
That figures out to many cubic miles of 
black waste to dispose of. The plan is to 
pack it into the canyons and smooth it off 
and try to grow vegetation on it. An early 
draft environmental impact statement 
suggested that the waste expanses might 
become a tourist attraction; that was 
laughed out of later versions. 


The Colony Development Corp., which 
operates a pilot facility near the head of 
the valley, is conducting plant-growing 
experiments on several small plots be­ 
side the creek. Essentially what it has 
found so far is that some exotic species 
will grow on heavily watered and fertil 
ized oil shale residue — in other words 
that hydroponic gardening is possible in 
almost any medium. 


Leaching and runoff from the waste, oil 
spills and other water pollution are the 
inevitable next step. Besides taking pre 
cious water from the Colorado River and 
its tributaries, the shale oil industry will 
poison what water remains. And on top of 


all this will be the roads, trucks, pipe­ 
lines, housing developments, sewage and 
air pollution that comes when a massive 
industrial complex is imposed on virtual­ 
ly virgin land. 


THE INNOCENT MIGHT assume all 
this would be a barrier to proceeding 
here — if not to the industry, at least to 
the government. Whatever reluctance 
there was disappeared when the fuel 
shortage arrived. 
Encouraged by the 
Interior Department, the oil companies 
bid amounts that seemed fantastic — $200 
million and up — for leases on shale 
lands that could have been had for a 
pittance in the 1960s. But when the tax 
write-offs and other gimmicks for which 
the oil industry is notorious are figured 
in, the entree to billions in profits has 
been had for peanuts. 
It is on a scale that makes any 
previous governm ent giveaw ay seem 
trivial. But the horror of it is not to be 
grasped in the figures alone. That takes 
seeing the deer and the mountains, feel­ 
ing the wind and hearing the silence.

Earn a buck at the 
boiler works, or put your mon­ 
ey in a tidy little pile at the 
bank, or make the plunge in 
stocks, and at the end of the 
year the boss, the banker or the 
broker sends a W-2 with your 
name and social security num­ 
ber and the amount you hit 
them for to a computer in 
Washington, DC. They’ve got 
you, Claude. If you don’t file a 
matching copy of the same W-2 
form attached to the right 
form, the computer s red lights 
and bells get a workout, and 
two fellows in business suit 
come out to rap on your door to 
talk serious to you, Jack. Not 
filing makes you stick out like a 
Boy Scout without a buddy 
when they blow the whistle at 
the swimming hole. The com­ 
puter is waiting to hear from 
you — from everyone! 
Now the smart money always 
checks in with Uncle and 
makes out all the forms. “You 
bet. Uncle, I earned this money 
at the boiler place, and the man 
at the bank added a bit to the 
pile. I made some this year, 


ever I owe, Sam. But first, let 
me tell you my problems.” 


HERE'S WHERE you put the 
bite on Uncle. It cost me a lot 
of money to park every time I 
drove to my broker’s office, 
and the price of earplugs for 
the boiler works is up 45 per 
cent this year. Farming was 
just soso, and the subsidies 
were only $100,000 for raising 
crops that I know I could have 
sold for $120,000, so there’s an­ 
other $20,000 loss, right? Then I 
donated all my old Saturday 
Evening Posts, National Geo­ 
graphies and Life Magazines to

MANILA (UPI) — One thou­ 
sand Philippine Constabulary 
(national police) troopers 
spread out over jungled Mount 
Natih, IO miles southeast of the 
U.S. Navy base at Subic Bay 
today, searching for the killers 
of three American navy offi­ 
cers. 
The three officers —Capt. 
Thomas J. Mitchell of Philadel­ 
phia, Cmdr. Leland R. Dobler 
of Long Beach, Miss.,, and Lt. 
Charles H. Jeffries II, of Va­ 
gina Beach, Va. —were shot 
and killed from ambush on 
Saturday. 


They were inspecting a newly 
constructed perim eter road 
along the eastern boundary of 
the base, 50 miles northwest of 
Manila, when they were killed 
Although U.S. authorities re­ 
fused to speculate on a possible 
motive, a constabulary spokes­ 
man said the area just outside 
the base perimeter was “infest­ 
ed with guerrillas of the New 
Peoples Army (NPA).” 
“A search and destroy opera­ 
tion has been launched against 
the NPA group suspected to 
have perpetrated the ambush," 
the spokesman said. 


The NPA guerrillas are 
Maoist-from the Marxist-orient­ 
ed Communist Huks who staged 
an abortive uprising against the 
government in the late 1940s.

HUK Commander Bernabe Bus- 
cayno,

Dante, operates in the central 
and northern Luzon provinces 
north of Manila.

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Time Dims Memory 
Of Titanic Survivor 


ELIZABETH, N J. (UPI) - 
Tom McCormack was a 16- 
year-old lad crossing the icy 
Atlantic to New York when the 
luxury liner Titanic hit an ice­ 
berg and sank with more than 
1,500 passengers on board. The 
tragedy occurred 62 years ago 
today. 
Details of the last hours of 
the ship have since blurred with 
age for McCormack, one of 30 
survivors who escaped death on 
that night in 1912. 


“All I know, I jumped off the 
ship,” said McCormack who is 
82 years old and spends most of 
his time in bed 
“ I couldn't help anybody I 
couldn't help myself,” he said 
in a thick Irish accent. 
McCormack, who was on his 
way to the United States with 
two cousins from their native 
Ireland, said he remembers 
being awakened from his bed in 
steerage by one of the cousins 
“ Everybody was running 
around like they were crazy,” 
he said “I guess I was one of 
those passengers running 
around, too, and dido t know 
what to do " 
He jumped over the side into 
the freezing water and spent HO 


minutes struggling to stay af­ 
loat before he was picked up by 
a lifeboat, 
But his cousins both drowned. 
From the lifeboat, McCor­ 
mack watched the Titanic go 
down. 
“ I knew a lot of them who 
died, but they’re all dead and 
they're gone and I don't re­ 
member,” he said from his bed. 
Since the Titanic, McCor­ 
mack has lieen in boats only 
twice. He was packed aboard a 
ship to France when World War 
I broke out. Then he voluntarily 
hoarded another ship to visit 
Ireland while on leave in 
France because he said that 
was the only way he could 
make the trip to his native 
land 
“ I didn’t feel so good about 
boarding another ship,” he 
said “ I didn’t do any sleep­ 
ing ” 
After coming back from the 
war, he bought a tavern in 
Bayonne. N.J ., and has run it 
for the past 15 years. 
He said he used to have 
nightmares about the Titanic, 
but they stopped years ago. 
“ I just tried to forget it,” he 
said. “ I haven’t forgotten about 
it. I wish I could ” 


CIA Seeks To Censor 
Book By Former Agent 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Central Intelligence Agency is 
trying to censor a book written 
by one of its former officers on 
grounds it contains national se­ 
crets, Time magazine reported 
today.

“ I've won seven major cham­ 
pionships, but I played far su­ 
perior (from tee to green* in 
this tournament than in any of 
the others.” said Player. “How­ 
ever, I putted like a dub and 
that was a little frustrating.” 
P layer also has won two 
PGA, two British Open and one 
U S 
Open titles. Yesterday s 
victory tied him with Harry 
V’ardon, the pre-World War I 
British star, for most major 
victories by a foreign golfer. 
The $35,000 he earned yester­ 
day made him the first foreign­ 
er to win more than $1 million 
in U.S. golf play. 
That statistic did not impress 
Player. 
“ I passed $1 million in golf 
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earnings three years ago. 
he 
said, referring to the additional 
money he has earned in tourna­ 
ments elsewhere. “They re not 
counting that, but, friends, it 
spends just the sam e.” 
Player m issed last y ea r's 
Masters because he was recu­ 


perating from two operations — 
one on his bladder and the 
other to remove a cyst from his 
left leg. 
He didn t return to the United 
States in 1973 until late May,

But when it became clear 
that the suits helped lop off a 
lot of time, then the rush was 
on. Almost every female com 
petitor in last week s meet wore 
a similar suit — either one 
produced in Europe (the Bel 
grade suit as it became known 
after last year’s world meet) or 
one made in California 
Lynn Colella, winner of two 
gold medals during the AAI 
meet, said the speedy perform­ 
ance should help restore the 
American girls' faith in them­ 
selves.

Tonsils, Adenoids Still Token 
Out When There Is Good Reason 


A woman from Manhattan writes: “My 
neighbor’s 7-year-old boy had his tonsils and 
adenoids removed because he had one cold 
after another. I was under the impression 
that this operation no longer was done." 
Valid reasons still exist for removing tonsils 
and adenoids. But there are not as many 
indications as there were 25 years ago. At one 
time, ordinary enlargement of the tonsils was 
reason enough to recommend surgery. And, 
physicians today do not necessarily remove 
the adenoids along with the 
tonsils and vice versa. Both 
structures are excised when 
necessary, but not because this 
is the way it has always been 
done,

JERUSALEM (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ephraim Katzir has given 
outgoing Prime Minister Goida 
Meir’s Labor party, which has 
ruled Israel since independ­ 
ence, a two-week deadline to 
form a new government. 
Katzir warned party leaders 
of the deadline yesterday at the 
start of formal talks aimed at 
finding a successor to the 75- 
year-old prime minister. 
Political sources said Katzir 
would ask the rightwing Likud 
bloc, the largest opposition fac­ 
tion in the Knesset (parlia­ 
ment), to form a new govern­ 
ment if Labor fails to agree on 
a new administration by the 
deadline. 
Katzir also met yesterday 
with Menahem Begin, head of 
the Likud bloc and a guerrilla 
leader during the years Britain 
ruled Palestine. 
Likud leaders said Begin told 
the president his bloc was unit­ 
ed and capable of forming a 
new government without the 
factionalism that led to Mrs. 
Meir’s resignation. 
A group of Labor party lead­ 
ers tried yesterday to convince 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
to run for prime minister. Sa­ 
pir. a power within the party, 
said he turned down the offer. 
“I told them what I said 


before,” he declared. “I cannot 
be taken into account. My an­ 
swer is an absolute no.” 
A political source said the 
Labor party’s three factions 
showed signs of splitting over 
Defense Minister Moshe Day­ 
an's caU for a broad coalition 
government with Likud. 
Aharon Yadlin, the Labor 
party’s secretary general, said 
a linkup with Likud would not 
be realistic. Mrs. Meir said a 
coalition with Likud would be a 
disaster and anger the United 
States, Israel’s chief arms sup­ 


plier. 
Likud has taken a hard line 
toward the Arabs, calling for 
keeping Jordan’s occupied West 
Bank region and making only 
minimal territorial concessions 
to Egypt and Syria in any 
peace accord. 
Mrs. Meir stepped down when 
calls within the party for Day­ 
an’s resignation led to major 
splits within the Labor coali­ 
tion. Critics blamed the defense 
minister for Israel's lack of 
readiness for last October’s 
Middle East war.
